B. H. Piepmeier Addresses 
County Judges Holding 
Sessions Here. 


Referendum number five, provid­ 
ing for a substantial increase in 
the taxes on automobiles and gas­ 
oline, must be passed at the general 
election this fall if the present road 
building program of Missouri is to 
be speeded up for completion, ac­ 
cording to a declaration by B. H. 
Piepmeier, 
chief engineer of the 
state highway commission, speak­ 
ing before the 
county judges 
of 
Missouri at a meeting held in the 
city hall Wednesday. 
The 
present 
means of raising revenue for road 
work have been 
outgrown, 
Mr. 
Piepmeier 
stated. 
Funds of 
the 
department are running low, and 
the only practical means for raising 
additional money within a reason­ 
able length of time is the increased 
tax provision, lie declared. 
Mr. 
Piepmeier 
explained 
the 
general provisions of the bill, a two 
cent tax on gasoline and an In­ 
crease of a certain percent in auto­ 
mobile tax. 
He said the motorists 
paying 
the 
additional 
tax 
would 
be more than repaid in better car 
mileage 
anti 
less 
wear on 
their 
cars, than under the present small­ 
er taxes w'hile the roads are in poor 
condition. 
The present road pro­ 
gram of Missouri includes the con­ 
struction of 7,600 miles of hard- 
surfaced road, which years will be 
required to construct if more money 
is not made available. 
Following 
Mr. 
Piepmeier’s 
talk 
practically all the judges expressed 
favor to the plan and a number 
pledged themselves to go into their 
counties and advocate its adoption. 
Judge G. R. Gorsuch, of Spring­

The Pectin Test 


Add to one or two table­ 
spoonfuls of the cooked 
juice, in a glass, an equal 
volume of ethyl alcohol, (lf 
ethyl alcohol of 90 to 95 de­ 
grees purity cannot be ob­ 
tained, use denatured alco­ 
hol). 
Mix the cooked juice 
#and alcohol thoroughly. On 
cooling, if the precipitated 
pectin pours out in a single 
lump, the juice is high in 
pectin; only a medium quan­ 
tity is present when there 
are only several small lumps, 
and not enough for jelly mak­ 
ing when there are no lumps.

O often the housewife is disappointed 
in her jellies because the fruit juices 
do not “jell” to just the right consistency. 
Four rules carefully followed will reduce 
jelly-making failure to a minimum:

The subject of the conversation with 
Nicodemus was the new birth. 
This 
topic had peculiar significance in the 
light of Nicodemus* station in life. 
Ile was a learned rabbi, a doctor of 
the law and presumably a man of 
good character. 
His coming by night 
Indicates his timidity. 
Like Joseph of 
Arimathaea he was afraid to openly 
espouse the cause of the new Teacher 
of Galilee lest he be put out of the 
synagogue. 
I. 
The Necessity of the New Birth 
(vv. 1-7). 
It is not a m atter of choice as to 
whether one is to be born again but 
of necessity if he is ever to see the 
Kingdom of God. 
Regeneration is the 
first demand the Gospel of Christ 
makes upon men. The reasons for this 
a r e : 
1. 
The Kingdom of God is a spirit­ 
ual K ingdom ; therefore there must 
be a spiritual birth in order to enter 
it. 
(v. 3). 
As we enter the physical 
kingdom by a natural birth, so we en­ 
ter the Kingdom of God by a super­ 
natural birth. 
2. The nature which we get through 
the natural birth is radically and es­ 
sentially bad. 
Christ declares that 
that which Is born of the flesh is flesh 
(v. G). 
In Galatians 5:10-21, Paul 
gives a catalogue of the works of the 
flesh. 
The flesh cannot be improved 
j (Jer. 13:23). 
Culture and educate, do 
j all you please, and it still remains 
i flesh. 
Furthermore, in order to enter 
into the kingdom of heaven there must 
j be a nature fitted for heaven. 
There j 
is nothing that can be substituted for 
I the new birth. Men are trying to sub- 
stitute morality and education for tho 
new birth. Nicodemus possessed these: 
yet Christ declared that he needed 
something more. 
Regeneration is the 
act of God through tile Holy Spirit 
I which quickens a man from spiritual 
death and plnnts within him God’s 
I own nature (II Pet. I :4). 
II. 
The Mystery of the New Birth 
! (vv. 8-13). 
Its process is mysterious, but its re­ 
sults are definite. • You may not be 
able to discern from whence the wind ' 
cometh or whither It goeth, but you j 
know that it blows by its effects. The , 
fruit of our lives demonstrates our 
nature, whether it is heavenly or car­ 
nal. ive need not be told that we have 
a physical birth for our bodies with * 
their 
various 
faculties 
in 
exercise 
prove it. Even so the presence within 
us of a nature which has no affinity 
I for the things of the world, a strong 
I affection for God and a disposition to 
I yield prompt obedience to His com- i 
J mands, proves that we have been born 
I from above. 
Galatians 3:22, 23, is an 
infallible test. 
III. 
The Ground Upon Which the 
New Birth Rests (vv. 14-18). 
Christ's atoning death on the cross 
makes regeneration possible. 
Ile took 
the place of sinners. His Infinite merit 
I was placed to their account. 
He suf­ 
fered In the sinners’ stead. Just as the 
Israelites had only to look on the 
I brazen serpent In the wilderness so 
the sinner must look to Christ uplifted 
upon the cross. See Num. 2 1 :4-9, John 
12:32, II Cor. 5:21, I Pet. 2:24. 
Our 
salvation cost on the part of God the 
I giving up of His only begotten Son 
and on the part of Christ the suffer­ 
ings and shame of the cross.
